No luck 'til this afternoon, parked in the driveway. 

Running 300 mW out to the Hustler on the rear bumper of the pickup, called 
CQ near the QRP freq and was answered by Juan, KG4FSN, in Coral Springs, 
FL... DX of 752 miles, as the crow flies.

I'll be doing the R-M/15 beacon thing again today on about 21.063 MHz. 
Part 2 -- 2400 to 0200 UTC. Appreciate signal reports, pro or con. 


I'm hearing the DX beacon on 21.150 now (1900) so this might work. Also 
250 mW now after a filter modification. [ now almost 300 mW -- just 
realized I was going throug 2 diode drops in my lashup] Moved the crystal 
up to about 21.063.3 with 2, 47 pF caps in series with the crystal leads, 
one soldered to each leg and plugged into the DIP pins. 


Last night, I put a 10 pF cap in series with the crystal and it moved the 
frequency to 21.067.8.

I have a Heathkit HW-9 (with the bandpack for full 8 band coverage) I have 
made qso's on all bands except 80 and 12 meters with good reports. However, 
there seems to be a problem with the power output. The "CW Level" control 
has very little affect on power output. It puts out about the same power 
with the control ccw as it does with the control cw. I measure about 3 watts 
or so, a little less on 10 meters. It was putting out a little more, but in 
the coarse of moving it from one location to another the power changed to 
its present level.

Here is my experience, in a nut shell. 


10 M is not too active. However there will be an occasional opening (say 
once or twice a week) to South America, particularly around the equinoxes. 
Sporadic E is good on 10 M May through August, and seems to peak when the 
sunspots are at minimum. Unfortunately not too many QRP CW ops monitor 10 M 
CW during the sporadic E season. Fortunately SSB and FM contacts are easy to 
make with 5 W on 10 M. The 10 M beacons between 28.2 and 28.3 are good to 
monitor for sporadic-E activity. The NCDXF 10 M Beacons are good to monitor 
for DX openings. 


15 M will be open most days around mid day. The skip will be long, but 
continental US contacts are possible at mid day most days. There will be 
some DX openings to Europe in the morning, to South America at midday and to 
the South Pacific in the afternoon. Sporadic E is fairly common on this 
band. 


17 M will be open when 15 M is not. I recall that 17 M was open somewhere 
most days during the last solar minimum. When the skip gets short on 20 M, 
go 17 M will most assuredly be open. 


20 M will be open to somewhere every day. It will close fairly quickly at 
sunset though. THere may be some DX in the evening, but nothing like it is 
now. 


30 M will be quite similar to what we see on 20 M now. DX will be available 
in the evening most days, and through the night on several days a week. With 


the 250 W power limits on 30 M, and the rarity of beams, it is much easier 
for the QRPer to be competitive on this band. 


40 M will be somewhat better during the day. There will be much more DX in 
the evening and early morning hours. The band will be quieter. The skip will 
often "go long" late in the evening and all the state side stations will 
disappear. Long state side QSOs are possible with low power shortly after 
sunset and before sunrise. 


80 M DX and weak signal work is very pleasant during the sunspot minimum. 
The static that is propagated to the states from the tropics during high 
sunspot times is gone most nights around the winter solstice. The band is a 
joy to work, except that the proliferation of TV color burst interference 
and other household RF generators now negate much of this advantage. I would 
guess the QRP PSK-31 activity will be quite productive during the sunspot 
minimum. 


160 M is much like 80 M, except that the noise never drops s much as it does 
on 80 M. 


My dad and I have twice weekly skeds. During the sunspot maxima we operate 
on 17 M, with 20 M a fall back if propagation is spotty. During the minima, 
we operate on 20 M with 40 M a fall back. 


Your location will also make some difference. The further south in the US 
you are, in general the more openings you will see during the sunspot 
minima. On the other hand, only the guys in the north have a realistic 
chance at Aurora. 


BCB and LF beacon DXIng is fun during the sunspot minimum. 


If the HF bands do not excite you during the sunspot minimum, try weak 
signal (SSB and CW) VHF and UHF, or the amateur satellites. 


If you get a propagation program you can plug in the solar conditions for 
solar minimum and see for yourself what sort of propagation (MUF) you will 
expect. 


The NCDXF beacon network is also a good indication of propagation. I always 
listen to the beacon frequency before I proclaim a band dead. 


QRP is still fun during the sunspot minima. You will need to adjust your 
operating habits, usually by down a band or so, but the contacts, and fun, 
will still be there.

Hello, book lovers, 


I've been chipping away at Wes Hayward's book, "Introduction to Radio 
Frequency Design" lately, trying to learn a thing or two. Despite the 
inclusion of the word "introduction" in the title, this book is fairly 
rigorous. But as I was reading in chapter 2 of a method for analyzing 
ladder networks, I had one of those, "Hey, this doesn't look too hard" 
reactions. The technique computes the gain (actually, attenuation) 
(actually, transfer function) of a network. It's a method that can gladden 
the heart of a computer geek, since it can be applied as an iterative 
process, e.g. a computer program. 


So the obvious question is, "Who cares?" Aren't networks some kind of 
nebulous, conceptual things that only theorists think about? Sometimes. 

But it turns out that a great number of passive circuits used in our rigs 
can be characterized as ladder networks. Transmitter output filters: PI 
networks, tee networks, L matching sections. Also filters: many low pass, 

high pass, band pass, and most of the crystal filters we've been fooling 
with. Basically, any of those circuits with a_ series "backbone" of Ls, 
Cs, Rs, or XTALS, and shunt "legs" of similar components going to ground at 
some or all of the junctions. It doesn't have to look like a healthy 
centipede to use this method of analysis though--it might be missing some 
legs or have no legs at all. 


End of preamble. Now, anyone who's waded through some of my verbose posts 
knows that I think Excel is the greatest analysis tool since the VTVM. So 
naturally I had to see if I could implement IRDFs technique in a 
spreadsheet. After much hair tearing and head banging, I think it's 
looking OK. Finding the attenuation at one frequency was fun, but feeding 
the spreadsheet a whole band of frequencies with a Visual Basic routine is 
what makes it nice. Then you can plot all that data on an Excel graph and 
you have the frequency response curve for the circuit. [Warning: Fool 
with Visual Basic for Excel too long and you'll be a candidate for a padded 
cell.] 


It ends up being a lot like Hayward's GPLA.EXE ladder analysis program. 
There are lots of other programs that can do this sort of thing, so it's 
certainly nothing new. But every tool has its advantages and 
disadvantages. With Excel, it's nice that you can change it and customize 
it if you have a little Excel knowledge. 


I added a few extra things to facilitate crystal filter analysis. 
Anyway, if you want to take a look, it's on my page at 
http: //www.cox-internet.com/wa5bdu/ 


and see the link in the paragraph right before my shack photo. I think 
right-clicking the file link and saying "download file" is the way to go. 


A couple of other notes--You need to have Excel's "Analysis ToolPak" and 

maybe "Analysis ToolPak VBA" installed, under Tools--Add-Ins. They came 

with your disk. And when you get the security warning about Macros, it's 
OK--enable them. 


It's a work in progress and bound to have a bug or two. If it blows up, 
let me know.

is basically a top-loaded vertical. Paul Lee K6TS discussed it briefly in his 
THE AMATEUR RADIO VERTICAL ANTENNA HANDBOOK. He used a couple 

of commercial installations as an example. The use of multiple guys around the 
pole 

simply increases the amount of loading and hence brings the base impedance up 


to more reasonable levels for matching/feeding. It is a "shortened" vertical, 
TOs 

less than a 1/4-wave for the frequency. A symmetrical arrangement of the guys 
is assumed. 


It would be an interesting modelling project. John Devoldere ON4UN gives modelling 
results for just a pair of guys at 45-deg angles (1994 edition, p. 9-33).

Using linux is much more difficult than using Microsoft products because 
they come with drivers for all the new hardware in new computers.

Nick - Your mention of Hayward's "Introduction to RF Design" reminded me 
that I was going to do a short note on references for those times when you 
want to go beyond what is in the Handbook or Antenna book. 


Introduction to RF Design (IRFD) by Hatward (W7ZOI) - ARRL - In the 
foreward, Wes says he wrote the book he wishes he had when he started RF 
design. It is definitely an engineering text, but accessible to people who 
have a good technical and math background. It is not a circuits boook, but 
rather a basic (and thorough) introduction to RF amplifiers, oscillators, 
mixers, filters/networks, and receiver architecture. The best part of the 
book may be the included software, including Wes's famous crystal filter 
program. At $30 or so it is not cheap, but if you want to know RF design 
from the ground up this is a good place to start. My wife bought me a copy 
when I was laid up with pneumonia 4 years ago and had to spend two weeks at 
home hooked up to an oxygen machine. I read IRFD in small bits and learned a 


lot. I recommend the book, not the method of absorbing the material. 


Antennas by Kraus (W8JK) - This has been a staple of undergraduate 
engineering courses for 50 years. While it assumes a knowledge of calculus, 
much of the book is accessible to those knowledgeable in algebra and trig. 
The latest edition has a section on the method of moments if you want to 
know what NEC is really doing. I used this book to calculate radiation 
patterns for my phased array science project in 1967 as a high school 
junior. Lots of good basic stuff here. 


Radio Engineer's Handbook - Terman - This is an old book from the 40s and 
50s. I don't think it is in print. Most technical libraries will have a 
copy. The circuits, using vacuum tubes are dated, but much of the rest of 
the book is still useful. The discussion of the advantages of FM over AM is 
as good as any you will find, as is the discussion of noise. I don't own a 
copy, but I keep looking for one cheap. 


There is lots of good information in IEEE and IRE Journals. I regularly read 
the IEEE Proceedings of Antennas and Propagation. In the middle 50s the 
Proceedings of the IRE published an entire issue devoted to the new (then) 
mode of SSB. This is fascinating reading if you are looking for soemthing to 
do on a rainy Saturday afternoon in an Engineering library. 


Sevick's books on Baluns are good reading, even if he is a bit pragmatic for 
my taste.

That 
does happen, but it is absolutely not "typical". It is something you see on 
perhaps a fraction of a percent of the systems. 


There is a LOT wrong with Win98. Don't get the idea I think it's some sort 
of paragon of stability. But it is absolutely not typical that things fall 
apart after 3 months. 


One thing did scare me about Chuck's original post. He seemed to indicate 
that he had a Windoze box directly connected to a high speed Internet 
connection. That is something I would not do. Chuck knows how to set up a 
Linux system, and I would suggest he put a Linux firewall between the 
Internet and the Windoze box. It is just WAY to risky to expose a Windoze 
box directly to the net.

Actually, it depends on a lot of things. Most laptops have small 
switchers 

at the input for power. When the input voltage is not ‘high enough', they 
can usually just draw more current to make up for it, but then there's a 
few issues that come to play. 


One is the design. Most of the interfaces I've run into actually use the 
switcher to boost and then pulse charge the battery, so the statement 
that it won't charge the battery isn't true. It just won't charge it as 
efficienctly. If you do happen to have a unit that just pulses the 
battery 

without a boost, yes, you may loose charging ability if the input voltage 
drops too low. 


The other thing is modern laptops are very ‘heat sensitive’. They can 
do all kinds of things to keep the heat down, from throttling the CPU 
to shutting down sections. And all of these can become more aggressive 
when the unit senses it's heat rising.

My guess is that it didn't like the "modified sine wave". MSW is a 
stepped square wave (positive and negative) so that "wave" looks more like 
a staircase than a sine wave. The cheap ones (under 1000W) seem to do it 
in two steps, and the 100KW one I'm familar with did it in 255 steps. 


Things like transformers, lightbulbs, and motors are a little more 
forgiving than a switching power supply. Put one of those little 
(100-300W) "inverters" on a scope, usually very ugly. There are true sine 
wave inverters, but the price goes up exponentially. 


Don't get me wrong, they have their place (and I own both) but I tend not 
to plug anything important or expensive into the cheap ones.

My guess is that it didn't like the "modified sine wave". MSW is a 
stepped square wave (positive and negative) so that "wave" looks more like 
a staircase than a sine wave. The cheap ones (under 1000W) seem to do it 
in two steps, and the 100KW one I'm familar with did it in 255 steps. 


Things like transformers, lightbulbs, and motors are a little more 
forgiving than a switching power supply. Put one of those little 
(100-300W) "inverters" on a scope, usually very ugly. There are true sine 
wave inverters, but the price goes up exponentially. 


Don't get me wrong, they have their place (and I own both) but I tend not 
to plug anything important or expensive into the cheap ones.

Hi Chuck, 

Like many others, I dabbled with various distributions of Linux for years. 
This spring, the advent of XP and the obnoxious licensing scheme finally 
pushed me over the edge. 


Karl has covered many points well, so I'll try to just add to that. 


I'm currently using Mandrake 8.2. The install went flawlessly on my desktop 
machine (P3/450). On my notebook, I had to buy a PC Card modem because the 
cheap internal Win modem would not work. Not a big deal, I wanted to get a 
better modem anyway. 


Both installs prompted me to set up my internet connection, and Earthlink 
works fine. I use Kmail and Opera, but you have other choices. 


I'm in the process of converting a long time client from Windows 2000 to 
Linux. Linux installed in 25-30 minutes on 5 of the 6 machines without 
problems. The sixth, a Pentium MMX 233 used as a print and CD server, needed 
a patch, which was easily applied from a floppy at the start of the install. 


Overall, Mandrake Linux is as easy to install as Windows- or as hard, if you 
run into problems and have to dig into things. As Karl says, know your 


hardware before starting the install. 


Let's see- a book I strongly recommend is "Linux System Administration" by 


Marcel Gagne. I just got it and I wish I'd had it sooner. It's not what it 
sounds like- his approach is that every user on a personal system is a sys 
admin and needs to know some stuff. It's easy reading. 


Oh yeah, another plug for Mandrake- it seems to be the most office 
workstation oriented distro. And their user's manual is worth the price of 
the CD set. I've used Red Hat and Caldera as well, but the package of 
programs with Mandrake's Power Pack suits my needs the best. 


In a nutshell, I've converted my home office and portable office (I'ma 
writer/photographer and I fly charters part time) almost completely to Linux. 
There are several applications that don't have Linux equivalents (the 
National Geographic Topo! map software being the main one), so I run a copy 
of Win98 on Win4Lin on Linux. Win98 on Linux is more stable than Win2000 on 
the native hardware! Photoshop and MS Access run perfectly. 


I have just one program the makes me boot Win2000- for some reason Adobe 
Illustrator runs too slowly under Win4Lin. Netraverse, the makers, assured me 
in an email that they're working on that. I can recommend Win4Lin as a 
perfect bridge to Linux from Windows. 


The thing I like the most about Linux is that everything's in the open- there 
are no hidden secrets in the OS. Reminds me of my first desktop computer days 
with the Heathkit H89. Although HDOS was a commericial OS, it was completely 
open. I had funny doing RTTY boards and software.

Mike, 


There probably are laptops out there that can charge their batteries from 12 
Volts. 


However, in my personal experience of having run two different Toshiba 
laptops from 12 Volts on my sailboat for long periods of time, doing so 
definitely did not charge the battery pack in either of them. 


In the first laptop, the battery eventually "died" from lack of charging and 
wouldn't accept a charge from the AC power supply when I tried to revive it. 
I replaced the battery pack and resorted to an AC inverter, using that to 
supply the AC power pack for the laptop in order to charge the battery 
regularly. 


I tried 12 Volt operation once again when I got a new laptop, because the 
inverter put out too much hash for my ham radio receiver. The battery pack 
didn't get charged in that one either when I supplied it with 12 Volts, and 
just kept getting weaker. 


So, I bought and have been using the voltage booster from N4UAU to both run 
the computer and keep the battery charged, and it does a good job of it. It 
is also quiet, RF wise, so it doesn't bother my ham radio receiver. 


In my case, the higher voltage supply was necessary for charging the battery 
pack. It might not be, in yours.

40 has also been mostly ssb authorized in other countries, 

but there is a proliferation of fishing boats and other questionable 
Spanish speaking stations from south of the US and they are 

mostly on USB.

30 METERS is a shared band where amateur operations is 
secondary. The stations you mention, some are fishing boats

I do the sound at my church. We use several wireless microphones. A year 
ago we bought several 9 volt rechargeable Nickel Metal Hydride Batteries to 
use in these mics so we could save some money on batteries. A couple of 
them will no longer take a full charge. They get up to about 8.5 volts 
which I am interpreting as they are worn out. I called the distributor and 
they said based on our use, a year is about all we could expect and yes 8.5 
volts means they have reached the end of their life. So may questions are:

Hi Ed, for mobile work you need a good resonant antenna on the frequency 
you work, some kind of tuner to convert the low impedance to 50 Ohms for 
the radio, and a good clean 12 volts to run the radio. 


If you have a camper on your truck mounting the antenna near the top of 
that works good. The base of my Ham Stik antenna's are at the top edge 
of my camper shell. 

Use a MFJ Antenna Analyser to tune the antenna to resonance on the 
frequency you use, like 7040. My Ham Stik has an impedance of about 3 


ohms at resonance. 


I use a MFJ tuner to convert 3 ohms to 50 ohms so my radio puts power 
into the antenna. 


This all works very well. I get out on 40 meters better than many fixed 
stations.

The FCC has declared a communications emergency in response to the 
approach of Hurricane Lili. Under the authority of Section 97.401 of 
the FCC Amateur Service rules, a general communications emergency 

has been declared for the states of Louisiana and Texas. ' ‘Amateurs 
are required to refrain from using 7285 kHz (daytime) and 3873 kHz 
(nighttime), plus or minus 3 kHz unless they are taking part in the 
handling of emergency traffic,'' said the FCC declaration from Joseph 
P. Casey, Chief of the Technical and Public Safety Division of the 
FCC's Enforcement Bureau. The FCC declaration will remain in effect 
until rescinded and could be in effect for as long as two weeks. 


The National Weather Service reports that Lili has strengthened 
rapidly to a dangerous Category 4 hurricane. ''Reports from an Air 
Force Reserve hurricane hunter aircraft indicate that maximum 
sustained winds have increased to near 135 MPH with higher gusts,'' 
said an NWS bulletin issued at 1800z. ''Preparations to protect life 
and property in the hurricane warning area should be rushed to 
completion.'' A hurricane warning remains in effect from east of high 
island Texas to the mouth of the Mississippi River. 


South Texas ARRL Section Manager Ray Taylor, N5NAV, says the FCC 
declaration will support the operation of the West Gulf Emergency 
Net for Texas and Louisiana. Net operation began this morning. 
Taylor also says Amateur Radio operators are staffing the Texas 
emergency operations center in Austin as well as some along the 
coast, where evacuations already have begun. 


The Hurricane Watch Net (HWN) is scheduled to remain active on 
14.325 MHz until 0300z then activate October 3 at first light. 
Operators at W4EHW at the National Hurricane Center in Miami also 
have been active and cooperating with the HWN effort. W4EHW 
volunteers were scheduled to remain on duty at least until 0200z.
